● VNP stayed to ensure successful 
implementation through community 
engagement and legal protection



We Are a Pro-Democracy Organization 

● Protecting voting access at scale in coalition with partners and local government

● Educating voters on structural and systemic reforms we need to strengthen democracy

● Elevating democracy to a top “voting issue” for voters

● Endorsing pro-voter candidates and informing voters of candidates’ stances on
